Several wi go à 
break in the upward trend was 
freely predicted. The Packer, 
however, was of the opinion that 
there would be no break, There 
vill no doubt be a lull. ‘There 
is an old saying that the way to 
break a market and break it 
widely is to put it up to the 
breaking point. But that ap- 
plies to manipulation. 

The market has been advanc- 
ing rapidly. It is a difficult mat- 
ter to keep abreast with con‘ 
ditions. To put out stable quo- 
tations is almost out of “the 
question: City markets cannot 
keep up with advancing prices 
in the country and when there 
is a hesitation in the country, 
city markets continue to climb. 
The fluctuations come so thick 
‘and fast that there is really no 
way of keeping a finger on the 
pulse of the market. This does 
not apply only in the’ eastern 
states but the same situation 
prevails all over the country. 

A New York brokerage house 
wired out to Kansas City early 
in the week asking if there 
were not a few cars of potatoes 
available there that could be 
shipped east. The reply came 
back to the effect that the con- 
ditions in the southwest 
practically the same as they 
were in the . ea The same 
New York hou red a house 
in Minneapolis wanting to buy 
potatoes. The reply to that wire 
was that an ted market pre- 
vailed all over the country ‘and 
the situation firm 
through Minneso 
anywhere else in the 
States. The wire further stat- 
ed t it was difficult to get 
cars of potatoes for immediate 
delivery to northwestern points. 

The whole thing would not be 
so remarkable wei 
the fact that this i 
last week in Octobe:

Another re- 
markable fact is that while the 
potatoes at thi 
strong hands, the-buying w. 
done late and the farmers who 
sold got the benefit of much of 
the'advance. A great many of 
the largest operators did not 
have pofatoes a month ago. 
In fact, there was less storing 
in cellars for winter 
there ever has been.
